of many bnss fishermen, is shore- 
line fishing. Casting n bass lure, 
partieulnrly n lop-water lure, enr- 
rips with it elements of skill sus- 
pense, surprise and 
excitement 


Hint are lucking in other methods. 


The casting itself. 
no mutter 


whiil type of tncklc is used.

;in iibsniibing pastime, even if the 
fish nre not pEirliciilnrl'y active A 
lure, to be effective, sho\ild be ensl 
.is close lo the shore line as pos- 
sible.

Bass — and especially big 
bass — will not stand crowding. 
Preferably, cnsls of from

five feet should be used, nnd that 
takes some doing.

It has been enst next to the bank, 
log. bush or weed 'bed, is every bit 
as Important as casting it properly. 
Never, never, hurry the retrieve 
of a short-line cast. If the lure bo 
of the sinking variety, let it sink 
for two or three feet before starl- 
ing ho 
retrieve. Then 
retrieve 


slowly and. more important, errati- 
cally, slopping the 
lure now tuul 


then for added 
eflfect. 


If you are using n top-water lure, 


let i't sit quietly where it alights 
until the rings of its splash have 
spread to n diameter of from six 
to ten feet.

I use a 
big one, generally one of the pop- 
ping lures which makes a fuss at 
the surfaro. Rarely is the night 
so dark thai you cannot see 
the 


splash of your 
lure as it strikes 


the water, and the big old tiikle- 
'buslers are more apt to be active 
after dark than they nre 
during 


the daylight hours. 


To sum it all up. cast your lure 


as close to the (bank as you can. 
Casts of seventy 
or eighty feet 


are betler, usually, than casts ofi 
forty or fifty feet. Top-water bails 
are better luring Solunar Periods.
